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A Short History of the National Library of the Philippines from 1887 


The first national library of the Philippines was built in 1887, during the Spanish 
occupation. While it was preceded by academic and special libraries, the Museo - 
Biblioteca was the first library whose goal was specifically to serve the people and 
collect as much Filipiniana as possible. When the Spanish colonizers were ousted, the 
library was abolished, though not before then-director, Filipino Pedro Paterno, was 
able to save the Filipiniana collection by taking it home. 

Charitable Americans opened the American Circulating Library in 1900 as a 
private institution, but found it unsustainable and turned it over to the government. 
This library was renamed "The Philippine Public Library" in 1908, and the books 
Paterno had saved were added to its collections. By 1928, the new institution was 
renamed the National Library. It was not an indigenous, Spanish, nor American insti¬ 
tution, but a Filipino one. 

Over the years, the library took pride in having built the world's foremost 
collection of Filipiniana, as well as having supported the creation of the public library 
system spanning the archipelago. However, the Pacific War destroyed most of its 
holdings and those of the public libraries, leaving only about 5% of the pre-war hold¬ 
ings intact. For many years afterward, the majority of the national library’s books 
were donations from foreign countries. 

The following decades saw a constant effort to increase library holdings and 
campaign for more funding, support, equipment, and personnel. This library was 
renamed several times and often took on functions unrelated to library work, such as 
the registration of priests and ministers and other odd jobs foisted upon it. In 1965, 
The National Library (TNL) finally concretized its objectives and identity. The library 
administration chose to focus on acquiring and preserving a comprehensive Filipiniana 
collection, providing up-to-date references, compiling bibliographies of Filipiniana, and 
publishing works of great historical and cultural importance. Nevertheless, these plans 
were stifled by lack of funding, and even at that point, 20 years after WWII, the 
collections were said to be composed mostly of donations from the United States. 

From the 1990s and well into the 2000s, there was a focus on public service, as 
seen in the building of special sections and e-projects. The then-TNL's became less 
concerned with the objectives laid out in the 1960s and more on serving as many 
people as possible. Presently, the NLP, as it is now known, is becoming more active in 
other aspects of library service, particularly through better communication with affili¬ 
ated public libraries, involvement in library education, membership in international 
organizations, and other activities.

Through a grant from the NCCA, we had been able to come up with eight (8) major concerns and 
transformed them into Salons as thrusts to the library profession. These include: 

1. Philippine Library Education (PLE) 

2. Resource Description and Access (RDA) 

3. Filipiniana Collections 

4. Copyright 

5. Numbering System 

6. Public Library Development Plan 

7. Digital Library Services 

8. Persons with Disability. 

Each of these Salons came up with a Plan of Action and a Working Committee to oversee 
the implementation of these action plans. 

We have also strengthened the legislation of the NLP entitled "NLP Modernization Bill of 
2014" or otherwise known as "NLP Charter" which we hope will become a law. This Law will create 
opportunities for us to modify the organizational structure of the NLP which will lead to the crea¬ 
tion of new positions, provide more legal bases for the collection of fees and most importantly, 
strengthen the importance of the National Library. 

In a time where people question the importance of libraries in a digital setting, where 
should one start but with the National Library itself. Hence, after this "Strengthening" program, in 
2014, we will be focusing on "Marketing" the image of the National Library and re-shining light on 
what it means to be a Spearheading Institution.

I. FILIPINIANA DIVISION 


The Filipiniana Division is the most important division of the NLP, Without it, NLP 
would be no different from any other academic, research or public library, The NLP's goals of 
preserving a comprehensive collection of materials printed in and about the Philippines are 
entirely centered on this division's activities, and its rare books and thesis collection prove 
indispensable to researchers. The division is composed of these sections: Rare Books and 
Manuscripts, General Reference, Serials, Conservation, Special Collections, Multimedia, 
Government Publications. 

In 2013, the division's readers went up by around 3000, an increase of almost 4%. 
However, books borrowed increased by 50%. On the whole, there was an increase in usage 
of other materials as well. 

In addition to its regular duties serving readers, the division focused on re-arranging 
its offices and intra-office protocols in order to increase efficiency and accountability. It also 
managed to negotiate a continuation of its art restoration project which had halted when 
project funds were fully consumed. In 2014, it will resume conservation and restoration 
efforts on the NLP's works by Carlos "Botong" Francisco and other national artists. Mean¬ 
while, the Multimedia Section reconciled its collections with its guides in an intensive inven¬ 
tory project, and also had its films washed to prevent degradation, 

In 2014, the division will form a committee for the literary aspect of PRECUP, the 
government project to make a national registry of original, archival, and rare Filipiniana 
materials. It is also hoped that the audio-visual capabilities of the Multimedia Section can be 
expanded and improved, as it is still using an old CRT television and barely-functional 
Betamax and VCR players. In effect, the Multimedia Section functions almost exclusively as 
a microfilm room. There is also great anticipation within the division regarding passage of 
the NLP modernization bill which should enforce the law on legal deposit so that the library’s 
collections will finally become comprehensive — as they were always meant to be.

A. Preservation and Restoration of Artwork in the 
National Library 

The NLP's collection of artworks is currently being 
restored and will eventually be displayed in a gallery. They are all 
by famous or significant artists in the cultural history of the Philip¬ 
pines, including Crispin Lopez, Romeo Borja Enriquez, Cirilo 
5alonga, Pedro Respail, Francisco Elio, Diosdado M. Lorenzo, 
Fernando B. Sena, Roman Faustino, Jose V. Pereira, Dominador 
Castaneda, P.V. Corde, SYM, Gregorio Custodio, Fabian de la Rosa, 
and Fernando Amorsolo. Perhaps the most important works are those 
by Carlos "Botong" Francisco - several sections of his largest-ever 
mural, which measured 88 meters and was torn down after being 
displayed at the 1953 International Fair.

II. REFERENCE DIVISION 


The Reference Division consists of several sections: the collection of general reference 
books, the Asia and Oceania Section, Children's Section, Library for the Blind, and Foreign 
Serials sections. It also has multicultural sections sponsored by foreign governments, includ¬ 
ing the American Shelf, Window to Korea, China Bookroom, and Iran Learning Center. While 
the Filipiniana Division's first priority is the preservation of its collections for posterity, the 
Reference Division focuses on reader service. 

Two major changes in the Division are the new self-check policy and the extensive 
effects of the NLP's retrofitting effort. The retrofitting has caused the Library for the Blind and 
multicultural sections to be temporarily relocated to the Asia and Oceania section. The self¬ 
check policy allows readers to check the books out on their own, greatly speeding up borrow¬ 
ing/returning and shifting the reference librarians' work to focus more on shelf reading, filing, 
and assisting readers. The policy seems to have been a success, as the number of patrons 
received in the Division increased by over 20% compared to the same period in the previous 
year. The reference books continue to be the division's most-used resource, particularly the 
updated collection of materials on the various social sciences which are invaluable to 
students. 

Among the division's major activities was the hosting of the 2 nd National Conference of 
Children’s Librarians, an even more successful event than its predecessor. The Children's 
Section also continued its usual activities, consisting of outreach programs and storytelling 
workshops. 

In the coming year, the Reference Division is preparing to promote its collection of 
foreign seriais and Asia and Oceania books more. The foreign serials include the NLP's collec¬ 
tion of United Nations Publications, which include magazines, newsletters, bulletins, and other 
materials about UN agencies and advocacies. The Library for the Blind and multicultural sec¬ 
tions will remain in their temporary location as the division continues to find ways to expand 
collaboration with foreign agencies and institutions. The Iran 
Studies Section, for instance, is planning to open satellite 
branches in other public libraries. The Children's Section, having 
spent the past several years promoting its services in various 
schools and public libraries, will shift its focus to entice readers 
to come visit the NLP. 

REFERENCE DIVISION HIGHLIGHTS 

A. Storytelling 

i. NLP CS entered a partnership with Malate Catholic School 
on November 12, and they began bringing their students 
to the NLP for their library hour. The section is planning 
to invite more schools for regular visits. 

ii. The Children's Section not only conducts storytelling ses- 
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sions and puppetshows, it also holds seminars and workshops to impart these skills to 
day care workers, teachers, librarians, and others, 

iii. Similar workshops are also held for children so that they may understand what it is like 
to be on both sides of the stage. 


B. National Conference of Children's Librarians 

Beginning in 2012, the NLP began celebrating 
children's month with the National Conference of Chil¬ 
dren's Librarians. The 2 nd edition of this conference was 
held in 2013 with the theme "Kahirapan Wakasan, Kara- 
patan ng Bata Ipaglaban". 94 librarians participated and 
11 publishing houses published their wares. Reference 
Division head Dolores Carungui spoke about the confer¬ 
ence on national television. 



C. New Puppets 

The division is constantly improving its offerings. 
Thanks to the Makabata Foundation, the NLP CS 
received new and much more expressive puppets. 




D. Iranian Studies Section 

The Iranian Studies Section, which has been one of the 
multicultural sections of the Reference Division for 4 years, 
promotes cultural exchange between Iran and the Philippines. 
Iranian Ambassador Ali A. Mohammadi and NLP Director 
Santos discussed further collaboration with the NLP during a 
January 16 visit. The Director and Assistant Director visited 
Iran on April 23-25 to renew the MOU between the National 
Library of Iran (NLI) and the NLP. 



E. Reference Division Services 

The Reading Room has been rearranged and made 
more client-friendly. There is now a lounge with comfortable 
seating at the entrance to the division. The collections are also 
more open as a new seif-check out system has been imple¬ 
mented, giving readers more freedom to roam the shelves at 
their leisure.

in. PUBLIC LIBRARIES DIVISION 


The Public Libraries Division mainly works to affiliate public libraries with the NLP. It 
accomplishes this by campaigning for library development in different LGU's, and signing a 
MOA with libraries which have met certain requirements. The affiliated libraries benefit by re¬ 
ceiving training, being invited to conferences, and of course, receiving book allocations. 

The NLP's focus since 2010 has been to redefine its relationship with affiliated libraries, 
as a direct relationship has become difficult to manage with over 1,400 libraries in the coun¬ 
try. Hence the PLD took on an increased schedule of on-site visits, oculars, and discussions 
with the various public libraries. The fruit of that labor is the drafting of a new bill which will 
not only decentralize the public library system, but also include other provisions such as the 
inclusion of librarians in the Local Government Code, mandatory establishment of provincial 
libraries, and further elaboration on the functions and responsibilities of the NLP. 

Other major accomplishments of the division include plans to make an accreditation 
system for public libraries to encourage constant improvements, and the first National Con¬ 
vention of Provincial Librarians, which was held in Tagaytay. 

In the coming year, the drafted bill will be submitted for deliberations. In March, the 
First International Conference of Public Librarians, which will focus on service for differently- 
abled persons, will be held in Cebu. Of course, PLD will also continue its efforts to campaign 
for new public libraries, librarian training, book allocations, and so forth. 

PUBLIC LIBRARIES DIVISION HIGHLIGHTS 

A. National Development Plan for Public 
Libraries 

The National Development Plan for Public Libraries 
was conceived in order for the NLP and public librarians to 
collaboratively draft legislation which would update and stream¬ 
line the relationship and responsibilities of the NLP and public 
libraries. Phase I consisted of round-table discussions and was 
completed in 2012, while Phase II, the collating of input and 
actual drafting of the bill, was completed in 2013. 

B. Bambam Library Abolition Stopped 

Thanks to the joint appeals of the PLD and Bamban 
Municipal Library (BML) head librarian Warren Tuazon, BML was 
saved from abolition by the LGU. They were able to convince 
Bamban Mayor lose Antonio T. Feliciano to continue library 
operations.

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IV. RESEARCH AND PUBLICATIONS DIVISION 


ACCOMPLISH *1 EXT REPORT 



The Research and Publications Division of the NLP serves diverse functions for the insti¬ 
tution. It normally conducts library tours and organizes exhibits, but due to the NLP's retrofit¬ 
ting, these activities were curtailed for the year 2013. Instead, the staffers concentrated on 
overhauling the NLP newsletter and making plans to revive the research and publishing func¬ 
tions of the division. Meanwhile, it has also continued its other special functions, such as pro¬ 
ducing the NLP annual report and documenting events with which the NLP is involved. RPD 
also prints and scans documents upon request from other divisions as it is in charge of one of 
the NLP’s two large format, high quality printer/scanners. 

Following institutional restructuring, the Copyright Section is under the RPD. It proc¬ 
esses copyright applications, provides certified true copies, and, through copyright deposits, 
enriches the collections of the NLP. RPD staff also encode copyright entries on the KOHA data¬ 
base. Due to delayed replacement of personnel following promotions and transfers among di¬ 
visions, fewer KOHA entries were edited. Further, division staffers focused largely on sorting 
the copyright deposit room in order to send extra copies of publications to the CDD, and ulti¬ 
mately, the reading rooms. Due to these retroactive efforts, from just over a thousand books 
in 2012, RPD was able to send over 7,000 book and non-book materials to CDD in 2013, an 
increase of over 400%. 

To reinvigorate the previously-neglected research and publication functions, plans were 
made to publish translated works, produce a promotional book about the important collections 
of the NLP, and reclaim responsibility for producing institutional brochures (which other divi¬ 
sions have taken to doing on their own, resulting in brochures of various levels of quality). 
At the year's end, it also compiled a bibliography on the NLP's materials related to indigenous 
people of the Philippines. 

In the future, the division is also planning to digitize the copyright certificates to speed 
up retrieval and also to better preserve them.

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V. INFORMATION TECHNOLOGY DIVISION 


The ITD manages and maintains Information and Communications Technology (ICT) of 
the NLP, a vital role in any office, but particularly in a library of the 21 st century. The division 
also conducts free ICT training for NLP staff, partners, and public libraries. 

ITD’s major accomplishments in 2013 included reaching and exceeding targets despite 
budget and manpower shortages, as well as improving the division's efficiency by reducing 
maintenance costs, developing an environment-friendly office, and adopting new practices to 
maximize the potential of its personnel and equipment. 

ITD provides free training courses in digitization. To maintain the NLP's productivity in 
other areas, the trainees digitize materials for the library. 

ITD also demonstrated that the use of a Digital Single Lens Reflex (DSLR) camera is an 
acceptable alternative for libraries which do not have scanning machines for archiving/ 
preserving. DSLR's are cheaper, easier to use, faster, use less power than a scanner, and are 
preferable for digitizing non-archival materials. 

One of ITD's most significant accomplishments was the substitution of over-the-counter 
Compact Fluorescent Light (CFL) bulbs for expensive, unique PS5000 scanner bulbs. The pro¬ 
prietary bulbs are costly and time-consuming to acquire, whereas the CFL's are about l% of 
the cost and ubiquitous in availability. 

To support the work of the NLP through ICT, the division implemented software to track 
statistics of materials circulated, a statistic that had previously been compiled by hand. ITD 
also pilot-tested a new PVC ID to replace the oid paper model, and it is hoped that its popu¬ 
larity will lead to its inclusion in future NLP budgets. 260 mini websites for affiliated public li¬ 
braries were created to provide a space for them to share information with the Public Libraries 
Division. Finally, ITD also automated file transfers and aggregation and scheduled them to 
take place during off-peak and non-operating hours of the NLP. 

Perhaps the greatest challenge of ITD in 2013 was having to transfer its scanning 
equipment to another office due to the ongoing retrofit. The division's scanning work was in¬ 
terrupted for 2 weeks, preventing hundreds of thousands of pages from being scanned. 
Nevertheless, the ITD staff buckled down and put in extra hours during lunch and after the 
regular ITD operating hours in order to meet and surpass the original quota by the end of the 
year. In fact, due to this, and due to the efficiency measures mentioned above, the division 
saw the numbers in its statistical report rise again in 2013. 

In the coming year, ITD hopes to fully implement the PVC ID system, as well as make 
use of the newly-tested video stations, which make dynamic and conspicuous information 
displays. A brand-new ISSP is also being written for 2015. The ITD staff is looking forward to 
another year of greater productivity and innovation.

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VI. BIBLIOGRAPHIC SERVICES DIVISION 





The BSD's main tasks are to compile the 
Philippine National Bibliography (PNB) and serve as 
the national center of the Philippines for Interna¬ 
tional Standard Numbers for books, serials, and 
music (ISBN, ISSN, ISMN). It also indexes serial 
publications so that they may be found more easily 
in the OPAC. 


The division was affected by delays in re¬ 
placing BSD staff that had moved to other divisions, 
as the replacement staffers arrived months after the 
originals' departure. This accounts for the downward 
trend of some statistics such as the 33% decrease in 
serial/periodical indexing. However, other statistics 
remained high or even improved. For instance, the 
number of PNB monograph entries edited went up by 
almost 400%. There was also an increase in ISBN 
and ISSN registrations, with corresponding increases 
in documentation, particularly for ISSN registrations. 


The standard number for music (ISMN) is still 
infrequently applied for as the local music industry 
has its own conventions for identifying its products. 
The BSD is still looking for ways to change this 
situation. 


In 2013, the division chief attended training 
sessions and workshops. One of the staffers 
attended the IFLA World Literary and Information 
Congress held in Singapore. The division also 
handled 20% more OJT students than in 2012, the 
training of whom is beneficial to the profession as a 
whole but remains a drain on NLP personnel work 
hours. 



In the future, the division plans to make an 
online database of the various numbering systems as 
a reference for booksellers and others. It is also 
planning to introduce changes to the Literary 
Networking and Exchange of Materials program. The 
software of the PNB is also going to be upgraded. 
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VII. COLLECTION DEVELOPMENT DIVISION 




The CDD acquires books which are then catalogued by the Catalogue Division to be 
sent to the reading rooms or allocated to public libraries. Without CDD there would be no 
collections in the NLP. The division also issues certifications that permit newspapers to publish 
legal notices. 

There was a large increase in acquisition of serials due to subscription to online journal 
databases. NLP readers now have access to over P2M worth of new and archived scholarly 
materials. Acquisitions for Bohol and Tondo Congressional libraries also increased by almost 
P1M, and the newly-affiliated Batanes Provincial Library added over P3M worth, or over 1,300 
more titles to the acquisitions. In total, the division acquired almost 100% more materials in 
2013 than in 2012. 


Acquiring books is a time- and work-intensive 
multi-step process. CDD takes part in the selection, 
acquiring, and technical and mechanical processing 
of books. Furthermore, the division also does the 
same for affiliated public libraries and congressional 
libraries, increasing their workload beyond that re¬ 
quired for the NLP itself. The selection process alone 
can take the form of creating purchase requests to 
be sent to the Bids and Awards Committee, solicit¬ 
ing for gifts and donations, exchange programs with 
other libraries, asking for legal deposits, and even - 
for particularly elusive books - personally buying 
books in shops. Each of these methods of acquisi¬ 
tion presents its own unique challenges. Thesis and 
dissertation donations, for instance, decreased by 
about half, as there is no formal arrangement for 
acquiring such documents. But perhaps the greatest 
(aside from budget limitations) is non-compliance 
with the legal deposit law. Neither private institu¬ 
tions nor government agencies meet their obligation 
to provide the NLP with copies of their printed 
works.

Other challenges faced by the division include the sheer amount of paperwork and 
documentation generated by each book, compounded by the NLP's responsibilities for 
congressional and public libraries. It is hoped that this situation and that of legal deposit will 
be dealt with when the new bill to modernize the NLP and its relation to public libraries is 
ratified. Another challenge was the 2012 move by the COA auditor to prevent the CDD from 
receiving its monthly P30k fund for purchasing books from retailers, In November 2013, this 
fund was restored in November, thanks to the help of Assistant Director Yolanda Jacinto. 
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VHI. CATALOG DIVISION 


The Catalog Division serves a vitai function of the NLP, ensuring that the books of the 
NLP and all affiliated public libraries are properly catalogued so that they may easily be found 
on the shelves. The division also produces the Cataloguing in Publication pages and sets 
cataloguing standards for the country. 

As the policy-maker of Philippine cataloguing, the division is playing a large role in the 
introduction of the new cataloguing standard, Resource Description and Access (RDA), 
Division staffers have spent much of the past year attending and conducting training and 
seminars as part of a nationwide effort to spread RDA. National RDA policy standards and an 
RDA manual are also being compiled. 

Aside from its regular duties, the division also accommodates a targe number of the 
students who come to the NLP for on-the-job training so that they can gain experience in the 
more technical work of a librarian. Dozens of students are trained every year. 

The number of titles catalogued in the past year has gone down only slightly 
despite staffers being moved to different divisions or focusing on RDA work. That said, quotas 
will be lowered in the following year per the advice of the NLP director to accommodate the 
lack of manpower. 


CATALOG DIVISION HIGHLIGHTS 

A. NLP and RDA, New Library Cataloguing Standard 

The National Committee on Resource Description and Access (NCRDA), founded July 23 2012 in 
the NLP, to prepare the country's libraries for RDA, the new cataloguing standard. NCRDA, NCCA- 
NCLIS, and PAARL planned a 2-phase program. Phase I is the Train the Trainors Workshop (Free RDA 
training for 60 selected cataloguers who will pass it to their own staff), while Phase 2 is RDA Training- 
Workshops for all for a minimal fee heid across the country. Phase I was held April 3-5 at DLSU Learn¬ 
ing Commons. Phase II was April 22-24 Davao, May 15-17 Cavite, and June 26-28 Cebu. The NCRDA 
convened in the NLP once again on July 19, 2013 to 
finalize the Proposed Cataloguing Policy Statement 
for Philippine Libraries. Since the end of the 2 
phases, NLP cataloguers have conducted 2 additional 
training sessions, one at the NLP on October 16 and 
another at the Tagaytay International Convention 
Center (TICC) on Nov 5-7.

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IX. FIN AN CE AND ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


The Finance and Administrative Division handies the logistics and personnel of the NLP. 
It is composed of the Accounting Section, Records Section, Maintenance Section, Budget 
Section, Personnel Section, and Property Section. Its duties remain relatively unchanged over 
time, and it strives for greater efficiency every year. 

Major accomplishments in 2013 include the updating of the Merit Promotion Plan, and 
the criteria for promotion are now much more defined. Procurement has been greatly stream¬ 
lined due to the implementation of electronic procurement procedures. Finally, the IT Division, 
Filipiniana Serials Section, Reference Division, and Government Publications Sections have all 
had new and more efficient air-conditioning installed. 


The overall budget remained relatively the same as the previous year, except for the 
allocation to the Batanes Provincial Library, whose budget in 2012 was almost entirely unused 
and carried over to 2013. Please see the summary of the 2013 budget below.

The budget for the NLP and Congressional Libraries is allotted to 4 different areas: 
Personnel Services (PS), Maintenance and Other Operating Expenses (MOOE), Capital Outlay 
(CO), and Other Releases. Any unused funds from the previous year's budget, or 
"Continuing Appropriations", are added to the current year's budget. Grants are not 
considered part of the budget. 

It should be noted that the Batanes Provincial Library had an unusually large budget 
allotment in 2013. This is because its Continuing Appropriations were very targe, having 
spent only P244,679.92 of its P15,000,000 budget in 2012 as it was not yet fully 
operational.
